Adenauer Asserts 
He Will Consider 
Buffer /one Plan 


BONN. Germany Uf> — Chancel- 


lor Konrad Adenauer told the So- 
viet Union today that his govern- 
ment would be willing lo consider 
a demilitarized zone in Central 
Kurope if the Russians would 
agree lo "reunification of Ger- 
many in freedom." 


In a 4,000-word message, Ade- 


nauer said he wanted to reassure 
the Russians his government is 
willing lo accept any legitimate 
Soviet proposal that would guaran- 
tee a free, rcunilcd Germany. 


Would Make Concessions 


He made it clear that he was 


witling to make some concessions, 
saying: "If the Soviet government 
seriously fears (he revival ol Ger- 
man 'militarism' it is free lo de- 
mand, logclher with the reunifica- 
tion of Germany, effective guaran- 
tees of its (Russia's) security." 


Adenauer again rejected the So- 


viel proposal lhat he negotiate 
German reunification with the 
Communist East German govern- 
ment. The 17 million East Ger- 
mans, Adenauer said, arc not free 
lo make any decisions for them- 
selves. They are. he added, un- 
der "the domination of Commu- 
nist functionaries, who are falsely 
called the working class." 


The note was handed to the So- 


viet government in Moscow Fri- 
day. It was the third exchange be- 
tween the two governments in 24 
hours and was in reply to a So- 
viet message sent last October. 


Adenauer in the past has firmly 


opposed a neutral Germany but 
has said he would agree to keep- 
ing all weapons out of whal is now 
East Germany if the nation is re- 
united. 


He appeared to lake a cautious 


step further in today's message. 


Adenauer pointed out (hat Ihe 


Ittissians. in their October mes- 
sage, had said they svould view 
wjj£ "interest. . .the selling up 
ol a dcmilitarized zone in Europe 
between fast and West," and al 
the same time asked Bonn if it 
would sign an agreement renounc- 
ing the use of force. 


Calls For Reunification 


"The ideas menlioned in these 


statements," Adenauer replied, 
"could be important elements in 
a security system which could 
guarantee reunification to Ger- 
many and peace and freedom to 
all European states and also to 
reunified Germany." 


Bonn, he added, "has no hesi- 


tation about linking an agreement 
on the reunification of Germany 
with contractual obligations reaf- 
firming the reunificalion of the 
use of force."

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Fuel Outlook 


A COUPLE OF decades ago, when 


the nation's population was far smaller, 
some of our experts used to worry a 
good deal about America's future fuel 
supply. Warnings were tossed out that 
we might run short before too many 
years had passed. Bui here we are 
with 170 million people in 1957 and. the 
scientists are telling us that we have 
abundant supplies of fuel beneath the 
earth. In a new look at these resources, 
the New York Times notes that U. S. 
geologists say we have enough coal, oil, 
gas and related reserves to meet the 
country's needs at an ever-expanding 
rate for the next 1,000 years. Since 
coal is, practically speaking, still our 
greatest source ol fuel, the specialists 
have labored hard in recent years to 
keep It competitive with oil and gas 
which have been in rising use. 


COAL'S 
ECONOMIC 
difficulties 


stem largely from the inherent costs of 
digging out and transporting lo market 
so bulky a product. Today most U. S. 
shaft mines are highly mechanized, and 
output per miner is 17 tons a day, 
against l'/i tons for a British miner! 
Open pit or strip mines employ huge 
mechanical shovels. More and more 
coal moves today by cheap waterway, 
and there is even a pipeline to carry it 
in semi-liquid form. In some cases, the 
market — factory or power plant 
is 


moving close lo the coal field. 
And 


coal users are finding cheaper and 
more efficient ways of burning this 
fuel. The oil industry has had a mag- 
nificent 
expansion, w i t h 
countless 


chemical by-products being developed 
steadily. Oil's big problem is the high 
cost ol exploring new sources. New 
supplies at shallow depth are harder to 
locate, and the quest leads now to 
deeper levels. The industry is spending 
seven billion dollars a year for this 
work in America alone. 


THE GEOLOGISTS are confident, 


however, that in addition to known 
reserves there are vast, deep-laid sup- 
plies still untapped, which could be 
developed at a rate more than equal 
to the nation's rising consumption. For 
more 
distant development arc tre- 


mendous slocks of oil shale and lignite 
the low-grade coal. Much experiment- 
ing still is needed lo convert these 
materials into usable form at competi- 
tive cost. But they represent a huge 
insurance policy against any future 
fuel shortage in the United States, no 
matter what its size after another 20 
centuries have passed. And then there 
are such new wrinkles at atomic and 
solar energy, still experimental and 
commercially non-competitive, but sure 
to enter the field one day. The "scare 
story" writers won't find the fuel pic- 
ture one they can do much with for a 
long, long time to come.

HEMKMBERIiVG the tragedy of the 


little California girl, Kathy Fiscus. who 
tumbled into a well and lost her life, 
solicitous Americans were none loo 
hopeful as rescuers strove frantically 
on Long Island to save little Benny 
Hooper. The afternoon following his 
fall into the 21-foot shafl. newspapers 
said in heavy black type that hope was 
virtually gone. The seven-year-old lad 
was presumed dead, trapped at (he 
bottom of a sandy well. But he wasn't, 
tthen 
feverish yet careful workers 


reached him some 24 hours after the 
mishap occurred, they found Benny 
miraculously alive. Doctors guessed a 
peculiar combination of circumstances 
had preserved his life. An oxygen tube 
dropped down the well landed close to 
his nose. By accident (falling asleep) 
or good sense not looked for in so 
young a boy, he did not waste strength 
in talking or stirring about. Chill sands 
may have helped induce sleep. Sand 
piling up did not press on his chest to 
suflocate him.

Loans Will Loosen In Big Housing Aids 


WASHINGTON—(NEA)-Well. 


Ihe Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee finally cut 375 million 
dollars off Ihe 2.225-billion-dollar 
lotal ot the House-passed, omni- 
bus housing aid bill for next 
year. But this isn't exactly an 
economy. 


The total on Ihe Senate version 


of the housing bill now stands 
at 1.&50 billion dollars. This is 
975 million more than ihe Eisen- 
hower administration had orig- 
inally 
recommended 
for 
new 


housing aids. 


What a housing bill of this size 


would do is cancel out nearly 
a billion of the 1.4 billion dollars 
which Ihe House of Representa- 
tives has "saved" on Ihe first 
nine appropriation bills it has ap- 
proved so far. 


EVEN SO. THE Senate hous- 


ing bill could have been far 
worse and almosl was. 


The Senate's Housing subcom- 


miltee under Alabama's 
John 


Sparkman originally reported out 
a bill which would have cost a 
whopping 3.4 billion dollars in 
new 
obligational aulhority. 


Fortunately, from the economy 


point of view, the 
full Senate 


Banking and Currency Commit- 
tee under Chairman J. William 
Fullbrighl knocked out a billion- 
dollar increase in Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Assn. borrowing 


authority, a big public housing 
program and a new 750-million- 
dollar temporary aid for veter- 
ans' housing. 


SENATOR Sparkman's housing 


subcommittee is going to con- 
sider this GI housing aid again. 
There's no telling what wilt come 
out. But the way the Senate bill 
shapes up now, it will go to the 
floor wilh these main spending 
provisions: 


For cooperative housing — 250 


million dollars more. 


Housing 
for 
elderly 
people, 


large families, minority groups 
and displaced people—a new 250 
million dollars. 


College housing — 200 million 


dollars, up to 50 million. 


Military housing — 200 million 


dollars, down 100 million. 


New Federal National Mort- 


gage Assn. borrowing authority- 
SCO million dollars. 150 million 
above administration requests. 


Urban renewal funds—250 mil- 


lion dollars a year tor four years, 
with Ihe federal government pay- 
ing three-fourths of costs. 


Presidential funds for disaster 


housing—!5o million. 


sentalives on their bill. A com- 
promise will be worked out. 


But it now seems fairly obvious 


that the final total will be around 
two, 
billion dollars. This would 


be more than a billion dollars 
above what the Eisenhower bud- 
get called for. 


The interesting thing about this 


is why Congress reverses the 
economy trend. 


The 
answer 
among 
private 


housing industry experts is that 
it is a protest against the admin- 
istration light-money policy. 


The way they see it, high in- 


terest rates put a curb on the 
housing industry. 


NONE OF THESE figures is 


linal. The Senate will act on the 
above commillee recommenda- 
tions. There will be a conference 
ncxl with Ihe House of Rcpre- 


THE U.S. HOUSING industry 


is now in position to build around 
a million new housing units a 
year. Any curtailment of from 
10,000 to 100,000 units a year 
throws a lot of people out of 
work. 


Liberalizing government hous- 


ing aids is expected lo have a 
considerable psychological effect. 
Money for housing loans won't 
be so fight. And interest rates 
should come down. 


The new attitude of Congress 


is not considered the result of 
any lobby pressure in Washing- 
ton. The dislress of home state 
builders and material suppliers— 
many of them small businessmen 
who were in trouble—was felt 
by many congressmen.
